Sm all Flock of Shropshires Make E x ­ 
cellent Returns for O w ner C u r­ 
ing Course of Year. 


(By C. W GOFFE.) 
A neighbor of mine had 3S high- 
! grade ewe Shropshires last 
spring. 
I The business was new to him, anil he 
I studied the sheep and the available 
! bulletins upon their care as lie went 
along, learning the way over one dif­ 
ficulty as they arose. 
Only 33 ewes 
produced lambs— 47 lambs— and only 
40 of these lived to a marketable age. 
These ewes sheared 380 pounds of 
wool, which brought 29^ cents per 
pound, netting him $1 1 2.1 0, or $2.9a 
per ewe. 
The farm er determined to save IT 
of the best ewes and thus enlarge his 
i flock to 55 for next year. 
This left; 
him 22 lambs to sell. 
These had been 
1 contracted for in advance at 6 Vi cents 
per pound at home, and they weighed 
1,480 pounds when sold in June. 
This makes an average of weight 
of «14 1*3 pounds, a price of $4.18 per 
head, and a total of $90.20. 
The 17' 
lambs which he kept, at $4..1'8 per 
head, would add $17.03 to the account. 
The tofeaL income was thus $279.S»5. 
These sheep have done some excel­ 
lent work in cleaning weeds out of 
the farm, to say nothing o¥ the value 
of the manure, 
which is worth 
at 
least $25. 
My neighbor did not keep a sep­ 
arate account of the cost of keeping 
the- sheep* but the reader can form a 
fair judgment as to whether there is 
a good profit at these figures.

Strik ing a stone wall along the t u r n­ 
pik e, the bolt followed a creek to the 
Ju nia ta riv er, and witnesses say tha t 
for sev eral m inu te s the riv er was a 
sheet of flame.

HOW BURNT CORK IS MADE 


Prod u ct of Theatrical “ Paint F a c to­ 
ries” Ju st 
As Ar* 
Other 
Cos­ 
metics Used by Profession. 


The popu lar impression as to the 
application of bu rnt cork by m instrel 
perform ers and actors in general is 
that it 
is ru bbed on the face and 
hand s of the play er from a cork whose 
end is cha rre d in a conv enient gas 
jet. 
This impression is, howev er, in­ 
correct. 
T he b u rnt cork u sed by m in­ 
strels and others is the prod u ct of 
the theatrical “ paint factories” ju st 
as is any other cosmetic or pigm e nt 
employ ed by the profession. 
One hou se m ak es it in the follow­ 
ing m a nne r: T he cork s are placed in 
three tin v essels, resembling wmshboil- 
ers, with holes pu nched in their sid es 
and bottom. 
Alcohol is sprink led ov er 
the cork s and then they are “fired .” 
W hen the cork s hav e been properly 
charred they are placed 
in 
mu slin 
sack s, which are k nead ed in b a rre ls 
of water. 
This operation forces the 
powd ered charcoal throu gh the sack s 
into the water. 
W he n all the charred cork s hav e 
been work ed throu gh the sack s into 
the w a te r In this way the w a t e r is 
d rained throu gh a close canv as sack , 
and 
what 
rem ains in that sack 
is 
read y for the performers. 
T he stu ff

his sy stem in the course of four or 
five y ears. 
"Being an accum ulative poison, 
It 
often takes tha t length of time to see 
the results of the 
drug. 
Then 
the 
user m ay complain of not being able 
to control his fingers or toes.

q uently , he loses control of his hands 
and arms. 
Arsenical poisoning is the 
result.

there was an epidemic of paraly sis.

b y Japanese, these 
islands may be declared governm ent 
reservations, accessible only to fed­ 
eral officials, as the only method of 
preventing the Ja p a ne s e from secur­ 
ing supplies for their sealing fleets, 
which this season got away with 5,000 
sealskins, valued a t $40 each. 
This 
plan is the outcome of investigation 
by the cu tter seal 
patrol 
service 
m aintained the last season, in which 
49 Ja p a ne se were a rre ste d 
on the 
charge of poaching. 
Officers 
of 
the 
cu tter 
Manning, 
which reached this port from the seal­ 
ing grounds, declared t ha t the slaugh­ 
ter oi the seal herds goes on un­ 
abated, and tha t the diminution, which 
even am ong hundreds of animals has 
become perceptible, spells positive e x ­ 
term ination within a few y ears 
T he hand of the alien fisherman 
strikes at the root of the industry , 
for it kills the helpless femiile while 
she swim s far bey ond the three-mile 
limits for food for the family . 
That 
the m o the r Is the breadw inner of the 
seal family has been established to 
the satisfaction of all who understand 
the industry , according to Capt. God­ 
frey L. Garden, c o m m a nd e r of the 
Manning. Fired upon w hen she comes 
up for air, the female seal 
m akes 
toward the deadly 
missive out 
of 
curiosity , 
and 
receives 
her 
death 
wound. 
Her pup on shore starves to 
death, for no o ther seal m other will 
nu rtu re it. 
Thus two animals perish 
when one is killed. 
No American vessel ur.Aer the pres­ 
e nt treaty can fish within six ty miles 
of the islands, while the Ja p a ne se are 
allowed to go up to the three-mile 
limit. 
The United S tates governm ent 
this y ear killed 12,000 seals, hut they 
were males and caused no perm anent 
d a m a g e to the herds. 
T he re 
were 
25 
Ja p a ne s e 
vessels, 
with 8 10 men, engaged in the traffic 
last season. 
Officers from the rev­ 
enue cu tte r patrol boarded the aliens 
at will, and kept a careful watch upon 
them. 
The m em bers of the crews live 


on seal meat when they are unable to 
get fish, and fishing by the strang ers 
in any of the harbors is forbidden. 
More and more the law has been 
tightening on the Ja p a ne se fishermen 
by cutting off their food supply , and 
with a no the r step or two the govern­ 
m e nt will be able to compel the m to 
provision their vessels in J a p a n for 
the fishing season. 
As y et the water 
supply has been uninterrupted, but, if 
the governm ent acts on the recom ­ 
m end atio ns of the seal patrol, this will 
be cut off, and every seal island will 
be a governm ent reserve, and not to 
tie visited by any person save offi­ 
cials, under heavy penalties. 
Such a 
motive would not 
injure 
American 
companies, for there are none in the 
islands, said Captain Carden. 
"T he natives in some of the islands 
at Dutch Harbor and w e stw a rd .” said 
Captain Carden, "were in a deplorable 
state. 
They had little food, and their 
clothing was in rags. 
Disease 
had 
broken out among them. 
T he ir prin­ 
cipal industry is basket weaving and 
fishing, 
but they

condition. 
"W ith the simplicity of 
children, 
their plastic minds q uickly respond to 


civilization. 
Our government could do 
a m a ste r stroke by gathering up the 
scattered tribes and placing them in 
one or two groups, under education 
by the white man.

mainland at Unalaska when we a r ­ 
rived on June 1.

hand for abundance, they starve.

T he re is plenty of good moss 
for these animals, and the natives 
could, with a little encouragement and 
training, raise them and lift 
the m ­ 
selves bey ond the chance of a f a m ine 
forever."
